congressional district 
of Missouri 
might, after all, be an indication 
as to how the political winds are 
blowing. 
On the face of it, a good many 
people out in those parts appar­ 
ently have undergone a change O f' 
heart within the last year. 
Twice within th a t space to time 
John W Palmer, who held th at seat 
in the last congress, has been de­ 
feated. 
Last November he was nosed out 
in the election by a m ajority of 
2,579 votes. 
Now Robert D. Jo h n ­ 
son, 
self-styled 
“fighting 
dem o­ 
crat,” comes along and gives him 
a drubbing—this tim e by an ap ­ 
proxim ate 9,000 m ajority. 
The presence of a third candidate 
in this last election—a dem ocrat 
running as an independent—seems 
to have altered the situation 
but 
little. 
Some observers predicted th a t in 
a three-cornered race such as this 
it would be difficult to interpret the 
result as a test of republican and 
dem ocratic sentim ent. 
Majority An Indicator 
The third candidate, however, ran 
such a poor third—polling 
fewer 
than 4.000 votes—th at this hardly 
seems to hold true. 
In fact, It is 
logical to think th a t inasm uch as 
he was a democrat, his presence in 
the race merely served to lessen the 
m argin of victory for Johnson, 
Judged from the national angle, 
Johnson’s victory serves as an indi­ 
cation of which way the pendulum 
swings only in the size of his m a­ 
jority. 
The district is normally demo­ 
cratic by 1.500 to 3,000 votes. 
In 
the la.:t seven elections a democrat 
has won five times. 
W ith this stat in the house safe­ 
ly tucked away in the democratic 
bag. the count between the two 
parties is all even 
A Problem Loom* 
Ordinarily 
the 
acquisition 
of 
Johnson on the democratic side of 
the house cham ber would be gen­ 
erally 
hailed 
with 
delight. 
But 
there are some im portant demo­ 
crats who m ight have preferred to 
see the party lose out In the Mis­ 
souri contest. 
From 
the standpoint 
of party 
strategy on the eve of a presiden­ 
tial election year, these dem ocrats 
are not enthusiastic over the pos­ 
sibility of controlling the house in 
the approaching congress. 
They 
reason that a possitioiwof offense in 
the coming m onths is more to be 
desired titan one of offense. 
W ith the dem ocrats controlling 
the house, and the republicans in 
control of the senate and the white 
house, a most serious problem of 
leadership would be raised.

needs for from one to three years. 
The stocks represent the efforts 
of m anufacturers, largely in 
the 
United S tates, to cope with a traiff 
policy under whieh the A rgentine 
governm ent, in order to obtain a 
favorable balance of trade, is c u r­ 
tailing the expenditures of its c iti­ 
zens for im ported “ luxuries.” 
Slices T rade Balance 
When the revolutionary govern­ 
m ent came into power a year ago it 
found 
A rgentina 
spending 
m ore 
than it earned. 
In 1930, w ith a 
ra th e r poor harvest, the country 
bought 
goods 
w orth 
$45,000(000 
m ore than it got for produce sold 
abroad. 
The governm ent could hardly in­ 
crease the nation’s earnings, for the 
staple exports are grain and m eat 
on whieh the producer does not set 
the price and the production of 
which cannot he stim ulated in one 
year or two. 
But it could and did 
attack the unfavorable trade bal­ 
ance 
by 
cu rtailin g 
the 
n ation’s 
shopping habit. 
Clim axing m onths of experim ent 
designed to bring 
income 
above 
outgo, the governm ent put into ef- 
fect on Septem ber I a new’ basis of 
im port valuations aimed frankly a t 
keeping A rgentines from spending 
so much abroad. 
Such im ports as m otor ears, elec­ 
tric refrig e rato rs and radios had 
been assessed 32 per cent duty on 
rnthe** hanhaz'm l valuations. 
U n­ 
der th e new decree valuatiofts are 
set according to weight. 
The du­ 
ties rem ain generally

per cent but th eir am ount trends 
sharply upw ard. 
A rgentina has sold a much large 
quantity of produce 
abroad 
this 
year than in 1930, hut prices of 
m eat and grain have been much 
lower. 
N onetheless the m onetary 
value of A rg en tin a’s 
exports 
is 
only 2.7 per cent less in 1931 than 
it was in 1930, w’hile the value of 
its im ports has been reduced by 25 
per cent. 
Thus A rgentina’s trade balance, 
adverse last y ear by 
$44,500,000, 
will be favorable in 1931 by more 
than $30,000,000, and A rgentina at 
the end of 1931 will be $75,000,000 
better off than it was a year ago.

BY SUSPENSION 
OF GOLD BASIS 


Renewed Confidence In Peso 
Occurs; Hope Silver Mines 
Will Come Back. 


Mexico 
City 
(AP) — England’s 
suspension of the gold quotation of 
her money to throw it upon the 
whims of the exchange market, so 
sim ilar to the steps Mexico took 
last July, has resulted in a renewed 
confidence in the silver peso and 
rebirth of hope th a t Mexico’s crip­ 
pled 
mining 
industry will 
come 
back. 
Those who upheld Mexico's dras­ 
tic m onetary reform in the face of 
averse 
criticism 
viejv 
England’s 
decision as Justification of their be­ 
liefs. 
Ad now many who gasped when 
the Calles plan, withdrawing gold 
from circulation, was enacted, and 
who since have been slowly gaining 
confidence in it, have been almost 
completely won over by London de­ 
velopments. 
Basic Principles Same 
Experts here say th a t England 
and Mexico acted under the same 
urgent necessity of abandoning, at 
least temporarily, efforts to m ain­ 
tain the exchange value of their 
money on a gold basis, while facing 
ccnstant depletion of gold stocks. 
The Immediate effect in each case 
has been identical—a sharp drop in 
exchange quotations of their money 
—but Mexico found th a t the drop 
was not nearly what pessimists pre­ 
dicted. 
The Mexican silver peso lost only 
about 50 points as an outcome of 
th e reform, apparently stabilizing 
Itself at three to the dollar, as com­ 
pared with 2.50 to the dollar quoted 
while gold was in circulation. 
It 
went down to four to one im medi­ 
ately after the reform, but soon re­ 
covered. 
Moral support, advantages in in­ 
ternational purchases and possible 
improvement in the silver mining 
situation are principal benefits ex­ 
pected by Mexico from the English 
dec isio. 
A larger demand for bar silver 
would be a great boon to this coun­ 
try, the world s largest silver pro­ 
ducer. 
Moreover, ability to pay for im ­ 
ported products in silver instead of 
gold, by purchasing in England in ­ 
stead of the United States, would do 
m uch 
to settle one of 
Mexico's 
gravest problems. 
S lim Gains Strength 
The immediate effect noted upon 
the average citizen is an increased 
confidence in silver money. 
He has 
less urge to convert his silver pesos 
into dollar* and he senses pride in 
the belief th at Mexico led In what 
may be a world movement toward a 
bi-m etal basis. 
As a result, he looks to a decrease 
in the cost of imported articles. 
England's move brought a prompt 
Improvement in the exchange rate 
of the peso against the dollar, send­ 
ing the peso up IO to 15 point*. 
This, however, is considered in 
financial circles to be largely a psy­ 
chological effect. It is believed that 
the peso has found its true ex­ 
change ratio at three to the dollar 
and government step* to stabilize 
it 
at th a t 
figure are 
considered 
probable.

ly defective fliers contributed 40 
per cent more accidents than could 
be expected for their number. 
It was found th at 11.9 per cent 
of licensed pilots of all grades are 
j physicaly defective and 88.1 per 
j cen are physically norm al. 
The 
form er were responsible for 17 per 
cent of a1! accidents, 
j 
“ From time to tim e.” said Clar­ 
ence M. Young, assistant secretary 
I of commerce for aeronautics, “the 
departm ent has been requested to 
lower its 
physical 
standards for 
a irc ra ft pilots. In light of the facts 
developed by this study we are un 
able to see our way clear to do so 
at this time. 
“The study dem onstrates 
quite 
clearly th at physical defects intro­ 
duce a distinct hazard into flying.’’ 
To study the influence of defects 
on the progress of student pilots 
review of 29,685 cases was made; 
W here normal students advancing 
in a year or less to a private or 
higher grade of license numbered 
30.5 per cent of the total, only 17 
per cent of students with minor 
defects qualified for a private Ii 
cense. 
Defective Students Fail 
It was found th at out of every
